REMARKS 

Prior to entry of this amendment, claims 1-10 are currently pending in the subject 
application. By the instant amendment, claim 6 is amended to more particularly recite the 
subject matter of the present invention. Claims 1 and 7 are independent. 

The specification has been amended to correct for a typographical error. 

Applicants appreciate the Examiner's acknowledgement of applicants' claim for 
foreign priority and receipt of a certified copy of the priority document. 

Applicants further appreciate the Examiner's acceptance of the drawings filed on 
January 11, 2001. 

Applicants also appreciate the Examiner's consideration of the Information 
Disclosure Statement filed July 8, 2003. However, indication of consideration of the 
reference cited on the second page of this considered IDS is respectfully requested in the next 
Office action. 

Claims 1-10 are presented to the Examiner for further prosecution on the merits. 

A. Introduction 

In the outstanding Office action, the Examiner objected to the drawings as not 
showing a feature recited in claim 6 and rejected claims 1-10 under the first paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12 as not being enabled. 

B. Asserted Objection to the Drawings 

The Examiner objected to the drawings as not showing the "selection means for 
selecting a secondary synchronization code" as set forth in claim 6. Claim 6 has Been 
amended to replace "selection means" with —detection means—, which is clearly shown by 
the code group identification and frame synchronization unit 323 of FIG. 3, and as described 
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on page 7, lines 19-30 of the original specification. Therefore, it is respectfully requested that 
this objection be withdrawn. 

C. Asserted Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. S 1 12 

In the outstanding Office action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-10 under the first 

paragraph of 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 as not being enabled. The Examiner stated that: 

the disclosure does not show as those elements receiving 
the claimed data channel to identify the scrambling code 
unique to each cell.

It is respectfully submitted that the ADC 240 in FIG. 2 provides the data to the 

correlation unit 273, as set forth, for example, on page 6, lines 23-25, of the original 

specification. It is noted that the data channel is part of the received signal, shown, for 

example, in FIG. 1(c). As shown therein, since the synchronous channel (SCH) is 

multiplexed with the data channel (p-CCPCH), both are clearly part of the received signal in 

FIG. 2. Therefore, it is respectfully submitted that claims 1 and 7 are enabled by the 

specification, and it is respectfully requested that this rejection be withdrawn. 

D. Conclusion 

The documents cited by the Examiner were not relied on to reject the claims. 
Therefore, no comments concerning these documents are considered necessary at this time.
